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Dear Sir: 

In view of the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 103(c)(2), it is respectfully 
submitted that Johnston et al. does not preclude patentability of the claimed invention 
under 103(a). The reasons are as follows: (1) the instantly claimed invention was made 
by or on behalf of Procter & Gamble Company (P&G) and Arch Chemicals, Inc. pursuant 
to a joint research agreement between P&G and Arch Chemicals, Inc. This agreement 
qualifies as a Joint Research Agreement within the meaning of 35 U.S.C. 103(c)(3) since 
it was in effect prior to the date that the claimed invention was made; (2) the claimed 
invention was made as a result of activities undertaken within the scope of the Joint 
Research Agreement; and (3) the specification has been amended herein to disclose the 
names of the parties to the joint research agreement.
